Ask Court Reform 


Three resolutions calling for reforms in 


Illinois courts are b«>ing sent to judicial 
officials throughout the state by the Illi- 
nois Association of Chiefs of Police this 
week. 


The resolutions ask that traffic court 


judges be required to hear the facts in all 
cases that the tolerances allowed in en- 
forcing speeding laws be given statewide 
standards, and that traffic magistrates be 
required to attend judicial training and 
traffic court conferences at least five days 
each year 


The police chiefs voted on the resolu- 


tions calling for reforms at a recent con- 
vention, according to M. 0, 
Horcher, 


Wheeling police chief. 


WHEN A POLICE officer does not wit- 


ness an accident or when the other driver 
fails to appear in court as a witness, "it 
has become a common practice for Illinois 
magistrates hearing traffic charges aris- 
ing out of an accident case to summarily 
dismiss complaints without hearing the 
evidence," the chiefs contend in their reso- 
lution 


Pointing out that such dismissal is "con- 


trary to well established legal principles" 
because circumstantial evidence is used 
even in criminal casos, the chiefs resolved 
lo "urge that the practice of magistrates 
of summarily dismissing charges without 
hearing the case on its merits be elimi- 
nated "

Five of the rules of the Illinois Supreme 
Court relative to trial court proceedings in

heard "on their merits." 


THE RESOLUTION asking that the 


magistrates be required to attend at least 
five days of judicial training and traffic 
court conference yearly asks that the 
American Bar Association standards for 
traffic court procedures be taught to the 
judges. 


The chiefs called for the training be- 


cause traffic daths and injuries steadily 
increase and "far more people appear an- 
nually in our traffic courts than all other 
courts combined and are either favorably 
impressed or go away with a sense of dis- 
respect for law enforcement." 


Traffic courts are an essential element 


in deterring violations, and uniform proce- 
dures and penalties are needed, the chiefs 
noted. 


COPIES OF THOSE two resolutions 


were sent to justices of the Illinois Su- 
preme Court, the director of the adminis- 
trative office of Illinois courts, chief judg- 
es of each judicial district, and all traffic 
magistrates throughout the state. 


The third resolution notes that while 


there has been some progress in getting 
uniform traffic laws and speed limits 
throughout the state, motorists "tend to 
conform to the enforced law governing 
speed rather than the written law." 


The chiefs resolved to urge that "uni- 


form enforcement tolerances for speed law 
enforcement in villages, cities, courts and 
at the state level" be established based on 
studies. 


THEY URGED THE National Highway 


Safety Bureau, the U. S. Department of 
Transportation and Illinois officials to es- 
tablish a research project on the toler- 
ances. 


That resolution resulted because courts 


sometimes penalize speed limit violators 
only if their recorded speed was a certain 
number of miles per hour over the legal 
speed limit. 


Horcer said that "certain number" var- 


ied from five miles per hour over the lim- 
it, to 20 miles per hour over the limit.

Home Involves Elderly 


by TOM WELLMAN 


Visit the Lutheran Home for the Aged in 


northern Arlington Heights and you may 
be in for a shock. 


Many persons carry the impression that 


elderly persons in institutions 
receive 


dreary, hospital-like care and wait quietly 
in beds and restraining devices for the end 
to come. 


Old-age care may be like that in some 


institutions, but it is different at the Lu- 
theran Home for the Aged. 


Look first, for example, at the residents' 


rooms — as I did with executive secretary 
Paul Hauer last Friday. Instead of over- 
crowded dormitories or dungeon-like cells, 
I found that each resident has the dignity 
of a single room. 


A HUSBAND AND WIFE share a two- 


room suite, and they can arrange their 
two rooms as they choose. For exam-pie, I 
saw several suites which used one room as 
a small sitting room. 


All 210 residents have similarly pleasant 


rooms, although the building is divided 
into ambulatory, intermediate and skilled 
nursing care sections. 


As we walked through the ambulatory 


section, Hauer said hello to all of the resi- 
dents. He and the other administrative 
personnel I met seemed to know each of 
the patients and his or her interests. 


WE SPOTTED RESIDENTS all over the 


three-story building. Some were reading in 
their rooms, others were watching tele- 
vision in the lounges on every floor and 
others were chatting in small groups. 


Outside, next to a small duck pond, one 


of the residents was holding a picnic for 
about 20 of his friends from the outside 
community. 


The mood throughout the home was 


one of involvement - a feeling of activity 
and interest and a sense of refusal lo quit 
even though you're getting along in years. 


The 
sense 
of 
community 
and 
in- 


volvement is part of the philosophy of the 
Lutheran Home, Hauer said. 


MANY PERSONS WHO sign the six-to- 


eight-month waiting list to enter the home 
have already lost a sense of involvement 
in their community. They find that their 
friends are gone and they can't keep pace 
with the activities of their children or 
younger friends. 


The Lutheran Home supplies residents 


with security, but with room for personal 


Ask Teacher Suit Be Dropped

Hauer stressed - will be 
eventually carried through further in the 
construction of apartments and cottages 
on the 80-acre property. The home has 
plenty of room for expansion 


The only way, however, to experience 


what may be a unique triumph in care and 
concern for the aged would be to stop in at 
«00 W. Oakton. You could walk in any 
time; there are no restrictive visiting 
hours. 


But don't look for Paul Hauer in his 


modest office. He's probably out chatting 
with some of the residents.

Both the Appointed Place and The Cel- 


lar serve a function in this village. It's 
someplace to go to meet friends, talk, 
dance or just "get out of the house."

court conference yearly asks that the

increase and "far more people appear an- 
nually in our traffic courts than all other 
courts combined and are either favorably 
impressed or go away with a sense of dis-

Ask Teacher Suit Be Dropped 


Attorneys for Harper Junior College 


have asked that the federal district court 
dismiss the suit filed by former teachers 
Edward M. Kalish, Mount Prospect and 
Dr. Betty Enbysk, Schaumburg. 


Their answer, which denies all civil lib- 


erties and damage charges made by the 
two, was filed in district court by Marvin 
Glink of Chicago law firm of Ancel, Sto- 
nesifer, Glink & Glink. 


The answer asks the court to rule that 


college expenses in defending the civil suit 
be paid by Kalish and Dr. Enbysk. 


Ronald Glink of the law firm told the 


Herald that he did not expect the court to 
rule in the case until this fall. 


KAUSH AND DK. ENBYSK filed the 


suit against the college after Harper 
trustees voted not to give them 19B9-70 
contracts and refused to explain the rea- 
sons for the action. 


The pair charged that the college vio- 


lated their civil rights by not reappointing 
thorn, that board chairman Richard L. 
Johnson and college administrator — 
among them Harper Pres. Robert Lahti - 


made false statements that damaged the 
two teachers' professional reputations, and 
that college administrators conspired to 
end the teachers' contracts with the col- 
lege board 


They asked total damages of $350.000. 


THE ANSWER filed in behalf of Harper 


Dist. ,")12, the college trustees and Harper 
administrators Lahti, John Birkholz, John 
Thompson and G. Kenneth Andeen denies 
the charges. 


It asks that the court rule that the 


trustees and college administrators named 
in the suit were acting for the college and 
cannot be held liable individually. 


It asserts that "no rights, privileges or 


immunities" of the two |>lainticf.s, Kalish 
and Dr. Enbysk, have been violated. The 
answer also asserts that no conspiracy 
took place because the college officials 
were acting lawfully. 


The college's answer a!so denies "that 


the plaintiffs have, at all times, faithfully 
and diligently discharged their duties."

Three resolutions calling for reforms in 


Illinois courts are being sent to judicial 
officials throughout the state by the Illi- 


Court Plan Backed 


Newell Esmond, Mount Prospect police 


chief, said he fully supports three pro- 
posed court reforms being sent to state 
judicial officials this week by the Illinois 
Association of Chiefs of Police (IACP). 


The reforms ask that traffic court judg- 


es be required to hear the facts in all 
cases, lhat enforcement of speed laws be 
standardized and that traffic magistrates 
be required to attend judicial training and 
traffic court conferences at least five days 
a year. 


Esmond said both police and courts

WHEN A POLICE officer does not wit- 


ness an accident or when the other driver 
fails to appear in court as a witness, "it 
has become a common practice for Illinois 
magistrates hearing traffic charges aris- 
ing out of an accident case to summarily 
dismiss complaints without hearing the 
evidence," the chiefs contend in their reso- 
lution. 


Pointing out that such dismissal is "con- 


trary to well established legal principles" 
because circumstantial evidence is used 
even in criminal cases, the chiefs resolved 
to "urge that the practice of magistrates 
of summarily dismissing charges without 
hearing the case on its merits be elimi- 
nated." 


They also recommended that Article 


Five of the rules of the Illinois Supreme 
Court relative to trial court proceedings in 
traffic 
and 
conservation 
offences 
be 


amended to require that traffic cases be 
heard "on their merits." 


THE RESOLUTION asking that the 


magistrates be required to attend at least 
five days of judicial training and traffic 
court conference yearly asks that the 
American Bar Association standards for 


traffic court procedures be taught to the 
judges. 


The chiefs called for the training be- 


cause traffic daths and injuries steadily 
increase and "far more people appear an- 
nually in our traffic courts than all other 
courts combined and are either favorably 
impressed or go away with a sense of dis- 
respect for law enforcement." 


Traffic courts are an essential element 


in deterring violations, and uniform proce- 
dures and penalties are needed, the chiefs 
noted. 


COPIES OF THOSE two resolutions 


were sent to justices of the Illinois Su- 
preme Court, the director of the adminis- 
trative office of Illinois courts, chief judg- 
es of each judicial district, and all traffic 
magistrates throughout the state. 


The third resolution notes that while 


there has been some progress in getting 
uniform traffic la'.s and speed limits 
throughout the state, motorists "ter.d to 
conform to the enforced law governing 
speed rather than the written law." 


The chiefs resolved to urge that "uni- 


form enforcement tolerances for speed law 
enforcement in villages, cities, courts and 
at the state level" be established based on 
studies. 


THEY URGED THE National Highway 


Safety Bureau, the U. S. Department of 
Transportation and Illinois officials to es- 
tablish a research project on the toler- 
ances. 


That resolution resulted because courts 


sometimes penalize speed limit violators 
only if their recorded speed was a certain 
number of miles per hour over the legal 
speed limit.

Ask Teacher Suit Be Dropped 


Attorneys for Harper Junior College 


have asked that the federal district court 
dismiss the suit filed by former teachers 
Edward M. Kalish, Mount Prospect and 
Dr. Betty Enbysk, Schaumburg. 


Their answer, which denies all civil lib- 


erties and damage charges made by the 
two, was filed in district court by Marvin 
Glink of Chicago law firm of Ancel, Sto- 
nesifer, Glink & Glink. 


The answer asks the court to rule that 


college expenses in defending the civil suit 
be paid by Kalish and Dr. Enbysk. 


Ronald Glink of the law firm told the 


Herald that he did not expect the court to 
rule in the case until this fall. 


KALISH AND DR. ENBYSK filed the 


suit against the college after Harper 
trustees voted not to give them 1969-70 
contracts and refused to explain the rea- 
sons for the action. 


The pair charged that the college vio- 


lated their civil rights by not reappointing 
them, that board chairman Richard L. 
Johnson 
and college administrator — 


among them Harper Pres. Robert Lahti — 


made false statements that damaged the 
two teachers' professional reputations, and 
that college administrators conspired to 
end the teachers' contracts with the col- 
lege board. 


They asked total damages of $3:>0,000. 


THE ANSWER filed in behalf of Harper 


Dist. 512, the college trustees and Harper 
administrators Lahti, John Birkholz, John 
Thompson and G. Kenneth Andeen denies 
the charges. 


It asks that the court rule that the 


trustees and college administrators named 
in the suit were acting for the college and 
cannot be held liable individually. 


It asserts that "no rights, privileges or 


immunities" of the two plaintiffs, Kalish 
and Dr. Enbysk, have been violated. The 
answer also asserts that no conspiracy 
took place hecau.se the college officials 
were acting lawfully. 


The college's answer also denies "that 


the plaintiffs have, at all times, faithfully 
and diligently discharged their duties." 


THE ANSWER ALSO CORRECTS some 


statements in the Kalish and Enbysk suit, 
pointing out that three trustees — James 
Hamill, Milton Hansen and John Kuranz. 
since replaced — were not present when 
the college board voted to concur with the 
administration's recommendation that the 
two teachers not be reappointed. 


Because the two teachers were active in 


the Harper Faculty Senate, a furor arose 
at Harper among faculty circles when the 
decision to not reappoint them was an- 
nounced. 


The reaction was heightened by the fact 


that this was the first time that Harper 
had dropped any teachers since it began 
offering courses in 1967. In addition, no 
Harper teacher had — or yet has — tenure 
and the right to a continuing contract.

Attorneys for Hwper Junior College 


have asked that the federal district court 
dismiss the suit filed by former teachers 
Edward M. Kalish, Mount Prospect and 
Dr. Betty Enbysk, Schaumburg. 


Their answer, which denies all civil lib- 


erties and damage charges made by the 
two, was filed in district court by Marvin 
Glink of Chicago law firm of Ancel, Sto- 
nesifer, Glink & Glink. 


The answer asks the court to rule that 


college expenses in defending the civil suit 
be paid by Kalish and Dr. Enbysk. 


Ronald Glink of the law firm told the 


Herald that he did not expect the court to 
rule in the case until this fall. 


KAI.ISII AND DR. ENBY.SK filed the 


suit against the college after Harper 
trustees voted not to give them 1969-70 
contracts and refused to explain the rea- 
sons for the action. 


The pair charged that the college vio- 


lated their civil rights by not reappointmg 
thorn, that board chairman Richard L. 
Johnson 
and college administrator — 


among them Harper Pres. Robert Lahti — 
made false statements that damaged the 
two teachers' professional reputations, and 
that college administrators conspired to 
end the teachers' contracts with the col- 
lege board. 


They asked total damages of $350.000. 
THE ANSWER filed in behalf of Harper 


Dist. 512, the college trustees and Harper 
administrators Lahti, John Birkholz, John 
Thompson and G. Kenneth Andeen denies 
the charges. 


It asks that the court rule that the 


trustees and college administrators named 
in the suit were acting for the college and 
cannot l>e held liable individually. 


It asserts that "no rights, privileges or 


immunities" of the two plaintiffs. KalMi 
and Dr. Enbysk, have been violated. The 
answer also asserts that no conspiracy 
took place because the college officia' 
were acting lawfully. 


The college's answer also denies "that 


the plaintiffs have, at all times, faithfully 
and diligently discharged their duties. 


THE ANSWER ALSO CORRECTS some 


statements in the Kalish and Enbysk suit, 
pointing out that three trustees — Jamr- 
Hamill, Milton Hansen and John Kuranz. 
since replaced — were not present when 
the college board voted to concur with the 
administration's recommendation that the 
two teachers not be reappointed. 


Because the two teachers were active in 


the Harper Faculty Senate, a furor arose 
at Harper among faculty circles when the 
decision to not reappoint them was an- 
nounced. 


The reaction was heightened by the fact 


that this was the first time that Harper 
had dropped any teachers since it began 
offering courses in 1967. In addition, no 
Harper teacher bad — or yet has — tenure 
and the right to a continuing contract. 


HARPER TRUSTEES stood on their 


right under college policies not to give any 
explanation for not renewing the contract 
of a nontenure teacher when they gave no 
answer to requests made by the pair or by 
a Faculty Senate committee named to in- 
vestigate the case.

Chiefs Seeking Traffic 
Court Reform 


Three resolutions calling for reforms in 


Illinois courts are being sent to judicial 
officials throughout the state by the Illi- 
nois Association of Chiefs of Police this 
week. 


The resolutions ask that traffic court 


judges be required to hear the facts in all 
cases, that the tolerances allowed in en- 
forcing speeding laws be given statewide 


standards, and that traffic magistrates be 
required to attend judicial training and 
traffic court conferences at least five days 
each year. 


The police chiefs voted on the resolu- 


tions calling for reforms at a recent con- 
vention, according to M. 0. Horcher, 
Wheeling police chief, 


WHEN A POLICE officer does not wit- 


ness an accident or whon the other driver 
fails to appear in court as a witness, "it 
has become a common practice for Illinois 
magistrates hearing traffic charges aris- 
ing out of an accident case to summarily 
dismiss complaints without hearing the 
evidence," the chiefs contend in their reso- 
lution. 


Pointing out that such dismissal is "con- 


trary to well established legal principles" 
because circumstantial evidence is used 
even in criminal cases, the chiefs resolved 
to "urge that the practice of magistrates 
of summarily dismissing charges without 
hearing the case on its merits be elimi- 
nated."

court conference yearly asks that the 
American Bar Association standards for 
traffic court procedures be taught to the 
judges. 


The chiefs called for the training be- 


cause traffic daths and injuries steadily 
increase and "far more people appear an- 
nually in our traffic courts than all other 
courts combined and are either favorably 
impressed or go away with a sense of dis- 
respect for law enforcement."

Attorneys for Harper Junior College 


have asked that the federal district court 
dismiss the suit filed by former teachers 
Edward M. Kalish, Mount Prospect and 
Dr. Betty Enbysk, Schaumburg.

Horcher, 
Wheeling police chief. 


WHEN A POLICE officer does not wit- 


ness an accident or when the other driver 
fails to appear in court as a witness, "it 
has become a common practice for Illinois 
magistrates hearing traffic charges aris- 
ing out of an accident case to summarily 
dismiss complaints without hearing the 
evidence," the chiefs contend in their reso- 
lution. 


Pointing out that such dismissal is "con- 


trary to well established legal principles" 
because circumstantial evidence is used 
even in criminal cases, the chiefs resolved 
to "urge that the practice of magistrates 
of summarily dismissing charges without 
hearing the case on its merits be elimi- 
nated." 


They also recommended

Five of the rules of the Illinois Supreme 
Court relative to trial court proceedings in

amended to require that traffic cases be 
heard "on their merits." 


THE RESOLUTION asking that 
the 


magistrates be required to attend at least 
five days of judicial training and traffic 
court conference yearly asks that the 
American Bar Association standards for 
traffic court procedures be taught to the 
judges. 


The chiefs called for the training be- 


cause traffic daths and injuries steadily 
increase and "far more people appear an- 
nually in our traffic courts than all other 


courts combined and are cither favorably 
impressed or go away with a sense of dis- 
respect for law enforcement." 


Traffic courts are an essential element 


in deterring violations, and uniform proce- 
dures and penalties are needed, the chiefs

can still count on study grants subsidized 
by the federal government but not to ex- 
pect grants for construction.

To the average college man, Gregg 


Hamilton has a dream summer job. 


He is the only male summer employe 


among about 20 summer workers in the 
Schaumburg Park District. The others are 
high school and college girls. 


To Gregg Hamilton, he also has the per- 


fect job, but the male-female ratio is a 
minor contribution to the ideal circum- 
stances. 


The 21-year-old recreation and parks 


major from Pennsylvania State University 
is a "jack of all trades" at the park dis- 
trict this summer. He teaches tennis les- 
sons in the mornings, supervises play- 
ground activities and special trips, um- 
pires Ponytail Softball League games, or- 
ganides and runs the teen splash parties 
and writes news releases for local papers. 
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In the closest Paddock Olympics in its 


three-year history, River Trails won the 
team trophy by taking first place in the 
Olympics, held at Lions Park Tuesday and 
Wednesday in Mount Prospect. 


River Trails finished with 132 points. Elk 


Grove was a very close second with 128. 
Tying for third place with 127 points were 
Mount Prospect and Arlington Heights. 


Palatine, which won the Paddock Olym- 


pus in 1967 and 1968, had 125'/2 points, 
Koselle collected an even 100, Rolling 
Meadows had 96, Schaumburg 4214, Salt 
Creek 30'2, Hoffman Estates 27 and Hano- 
ver Park 24.

pledges, $1 million will be obtained 
through financing, and $1 million is to be 
raised through federal and foundation 
grants. Schaumburg Mayor Robert 0. At- 
cher has already made the first pledge. 


THE CONCEPT OF THE medical center 


was developed 
by Paul W. Brandel, 


Schaumburg State Bank board chairman, 
who donated a 51-acre .site for the com- 
plex. The medical center will be located 
north along Schaumburg Road near the 
Blackhawk School. 


Ward Weaver, Schaumburg State Bank 


president, who is assisting with plans for 
the center, predicts it will lx? four years 
before the medical complex is completed. 
Weaver has been working on plans for the 
center with Hyran Sibily, executive direc- 
tor of the Chicago Metropolitan Hospital 
Planning Association. 


The proposed medical center will in- 


clude a 300-bed hospital, a 240-bed con- 
valescent home, a 50-suite medical build- 
ing, high-rise and walk-up apartments, 
and a small commercial section. 


PLANNED IN FOUR STAGES, the hos- 


pital will be 169,000 square feet in size and 


parking will be provided for 600 cars. The 
first stage will consist of a 125-bed unit 


Housing facilities for the medical staff 


are also planned in the medical complex. 
Present plans call for 160 high-ri.se apart- 
ments and 600 garden-type units on the 10- 
acre site 


The planned convalescent unit will be 


40.000 square feet m size and will share 
parking facilities with the one-acre com- 
mercial section. 


The cost of the medical center is ex- 


pected to be shared by local industries, 
since they will also be using medical facil- 
ities in the event of industrial accidents. 


Mrs. Kessell said that a professional 


fund-raising firm would probably be hired 
to assist in the raising of funds for the 
medical center. 


Ask Teacher Suit Be Dropped 


Attorneys for Harper Junior College 
offering courses in 1967 In addition, no 
explanation for not renewing the contract 


have asked that the federal district court 
dismiss the suit filed by former teachers 
Edward M. Kalish, Mount Prospect and 
Dr. Betty Enbysk, Schaumburg. 


Their answer, which denies all civil lib- 


erties and damage charges made by the 
two, was filed in district court by Marvin 
Glink of Chicago law firm of Ancel, Sto- 
nesifer, Glink & Glink. 


The answer asks the court to rule that 


college expenses in defending the civil suit 
be paid by Kalish and Dr. Enbysk. 


Ronald Glink of the law firm told the 


Herald that he did not expect the court to 
rule in the case until this fall. 


KALISH AND DR. ENBYSK filed the 


suit against the college after Harper 
trustees voted not to give them 1969-70 
contracts and refused to explain the rea- 
sons for the action. 


The pair charged that the college vio- 


lated their civil rights by not reappointing 
them, that board chairman Richard L. 
Johnson 
and college administrator — 


among them Harper Pres. Robert Lahti — 
made false statements that damaged the 
two teachers' professional reputations, and 
that college administrators conspired to 
end the teachers' contracts with the col- 
lege board. 


They asked total damages of $350.000. 


THE ANSWER filed in behalf of Harper 


Dist. 512, the college trustees and Harper 
administrators Lahti, John Birkholz, John 
Thompson and G. Kenneth Andeen denies 
the charges. 


It asks that the court rule that the 


trustees and college administrators named 
in the suit were acting for the college and 
cannot be held liable individually. 


It asserts that "no rights, privileges or 


immunities" of the two plaintiffs, Kalish 
and Dr. Enbysk, have been violated. The 
answer also asserts that no conspiracy 
took place because the college officials 
were acting lawfully. 


The college's answer also denies "that 


the plaintiffs have, at all times, faithfully 
and diligently discharged their duties." 


THE ANSWER ALSO CORRECTS some 


statements in the Kalish and Enbysk suit, 
pointing out that three trustees — James 
Hamill, Milton Hansen and John Kuranz, 
since replaced — were not present when 
the college board voted to concur with the 
administration's recommendation that the 
two teachers not be reappointed. 


Because the two teachers were active in 


the Harper Faculty Senate, a furor arose 
at Harper among faculty circles when the 
decision to not reappoint them was an- 
nounced. 


The reaction was heightened by the fact 


that this was the first time that Harper 
had dropped any teachers since it began 


Harper teacher had — or yet has — tenure 
and the right to a continuing contract. 


IIARPKR TRUSTEES stood on their 


right under college policies not to give any 


of a nontenure teacher when they gave no 
answer to requests made by the pair or by 
a Faculty Senate committee named to in- 
vestigate the case. 


Ask Court Reform 


Three resolutions calling for reforms in 


Illinois courts are boing sent to judicial 
officials throughout the state by the Illi- 
nois Association of Chiefs of Police this 
week 


The resolutions ask that traffic court 


judges be required to hear the facts in all 
cases, that the tolerances allowed in en- 
forcing speeding laws be given statewide 
standards, and that traffic magistrates be 
required to attend judicial training and 
traffic court conferences at least five days 
each year. 


Court Branch 
Is Endorsed 


Establishing a branch of Cook County 


Family Court in the suburbs is heartily 
endorsed by the Schaumburg Township 
Committee on Youth (COY). 


"Suburban juvenile offenses are greatly 


different from juvenile crimes in the In- 
nder City," declared COY Chairman Bill 
Ohlson, a high school physical education 
teacher. 


The Illinois Association of Police Chiefs 


has endorsed the reform of Cook County 
courts. In addition, the Illinois Federation 
of Youth Commissions has endorsed the 
decentralization of courts in Cook County. 


"When a juvenile offender from the sub- 


urbs is brought to trial," Ohlson ex- 
plained, "his case may be on the same 
docket as a couple of murders, some 
armed robberies, and perhaps a rape. 
Since the suburban offender may be 
charged with stealing a car, his "crime" 
looks pale in comparison, and the case 
may be dismissed completely. Or the 
judge may refer the offender back to the 
police for adjustment." 


"It would be much better if suburban 


offenders were tried along with similar 
cases in a suburban setting," Ohlson 
stated.

WHEN A POLICE officer does not wit- 


ness an accident or when the other driver 
fails to appear in court as a witness, "it 
has become a common practice for Illinois 
magistrates hearing traffic charges aris- 
ing out of an accident case to summarily 
dismiss complaints without hearing the 
evidence," the chiefs contend in their reso- 
lution. 


Pointing out that such dismissal is "con- 


trary to well established legal principles" 
because circumstantial evidence is used 
even in criminal eases, the chiefs resolved 
to "urge that the practice of magistrates 
of summarily dismissing charges without 
hearing the case on its merits be elimi- 
nated." 


They also recommended that Article 


Five of the rules of the Illinois Supreme 
Court relative to trial court proceedings in 
traffic 
and 
conservation 
offences 
be 


amended to require that traffic cases be 
heard "on their merits." 


THE RESOLUTION asking that 
the 


magistrates be required to attend at least 
five days of judicial training and traffic 
court conference yearly asks that the 
American Bar Association standards for 
traffic court procedures be taught to the 
judges. 


The chiefs called for the training be- 


cause traffic daths and injuries steadily 
increase and "far more people appear an- 
nually in our traffic courts than all other 
courts combined and are either favorably 
impressed or go away with a sense of dis- 
respect for law enforcement " 


Traffic courts are an essential element 


in deterring violations, and uniform proce- 
dures and penalties are needed, the chiefs 
noted. 


COPIES OF THOSE two resolutions 


were sent to justices of the Illinois Su- 
preme Court, the director of the adminis- 
trative office of Illinois courts, chief judg- 
es of each judicial district, and all traffic 
magistrates throughout the state 


The third resolution notes that while 


there has been some progress in getting 
uniform traffic laws and speed limits 
throughout the state, motorists "tend to 
conform to the enforced law governing 
speed rather than the written law " 


The chiefs resolved to urge that "uni- 


form enforcement tolerances for speed law 
enforcement in villages, cities, courts and 
at the state level" be established based on 
studies. 


THEY URGED THE National Highway 


Safety Bureau, the U. S Department of 
Transportation and Illinois officials to es- 
tablish a research project on the toler- 
ances. 


That resolution resulted because courts 


sometimes penalize speed limit violators 
only if their recorded speed was a certain 
number of miles per hour over the legal 
speed limit.

Three identical 20-room school build- 


ings are planned as future building proj- 
ects in the Dist.

Home Involves Elderly 


Take stock in America 


Buy US. S*rinct Bond* A Fmdom Sham 


by TOM WELLMAN 


Visit the Lutheran Home for the Aged in 


northern Arlington Heights and you may 
be in for a shock. 


Many persons cany the impression that 


elderly persons in institutions receive 
dreary, haspital-liko care and wait quietly 
in teds and restraining devices for the end 
to come. 


Old-age care may be like that in some 


institutions, but it is different at the Lu- 
theran Home for the Aged. 


Look first, for example, at the residents' 


rooms — as I did with executive secretary 
Paul Hauer last Friday. Instead of over- 
crowded dormitories or dungeon-like cells, 
I found that each resident has the dignity 
of a single room. 


A HUSBAND AND WIFE share a two- 


room suite, and they can arrange their 
two rooms as they choose. For example, I 
saw several suites which used one room as 
a small sitting room. 


All 210 residents have similarly pleasant 


rooms, although the building is divided 
into ambulatory, intermediate and skilled 
nursing care sections. 


As we walked through the ambulatory 


section, Hauer said hello to all of the resi- 
dents. He and the other administrative 
personnel I met seemed to know each of 
the patients and his or her interests. 


WE SPOTTED RESIDENTS all over the 


three-story building. Some were reading in 
their rooms, others were watching tele- 
vision in the lounges on every floor and 
others were chatting in small groups. 


Outside, next to a small duck pond, one 


of the residents was holding a picnic for 
about 20 of his friends from the outside 
community. 


The mood throughout the home was 


one of involvement — a feeling of activity 
and interest and a sense of refusal to quit 
even though you're getting along in years. 


The sense 
of community 
and 
in- 


volvement is part of the philosophy of the 
Lutheran Home, Hauer said. 


MANY PERSONS WHO sign the six-to- 


eight-month waiting list to enter the home 
have already lost a sense of involvement 
in their community. They find that their 
friends are gone and they can't keep pace 
with the activities of their children or 
younger friends. 


The Lutheran Home supplies residents 


with security, but with room for personal 
development at the resident's own speed. 
The pace of modern suburban life is not 
there; instead, the residents set their own 
pace. 


For a few of the residents, the shift is 


difficult. For others, the adjustment to 209 
new friends is easy, as both the residents 
and the staff help. 


THE RANGE OF ACTIVITIES for the 


new reisdents is broad. Residents can shop 
in Arlington Heights if they choose, enter- 
tainment is plentiful within the home, and 
the residents arrange many of their own 
social activities. 


And the staff stresses that the rules at

not "patients," Hauer stressed — will be 
eventually carried through further in the 
construction of apartments and cottages 
on the 80-acre property. The home has 
plenty of room for expansion.

One major concern of the highway de- 


partment is the relocation of residents who 
must move to make room for the ex- 
pressway, according to Yamanaka. He 
said homeowners will be paid according to 
two appraisals made on their homes and 
the state will pay up to $300 in moving 
costs. 


"THEN IF THE homeowners are having 


difficulty finding alternate locations, our 
relocation advisors will assist them," 
Yamanaka said. 


No definite timetable has been set up for 


the project but engineers estimate work 
may begin in early 1970. Phase I of the 
project, which includes the dip south of 
O'Hare Field and east of Bensenville, will 
be constructed first to make way for the 
new runway. 


Right-of-way acquisition for Phase II of 


the project, which incorporates the west- 
ern part of the proposed route, will prob- 
ably be started in 1971, Yamanaka said. 
He said he expects construction on Phase 
II to be completed by 1973. A follow-up 
hearing will be held about six months 
from now to determine placement of inter- 
changes, frontage roads, grade separa- 
tions and drainage facilities. No date for 
the hearing has been set.

Noi.se has been defined in many ways. It 


i.s unwanted .sound, sound without value, 
unrestricted sound, sound that 
hurts, 


harms, distracts, destroys sleep, invades 
pi ivacy, frightens, irritates, or simply an- 
noys. 


Just how dangerous is the clatter and 


clamor and the mechanical screeching 
•nul screaming which assail us all and 
from which there appears to be no escape, 
not even in suburbia? 


Dr Vern 0. Knudscn, chancellor eme- 


ritus 
of the

and 
a distinguished student of acoustics, 


the science of sound, has given this an- 
swer: 


"Noise, like smog, is a slow agent of 


death. If it continues for the next 30 years 
as it has for the past 3D, it could become 
lethal " 


Whether our environmental noisiness ac- 


tually can kill us is debatable. But the 
Federal Council for Science and Tech- 
nology, a White House agency notes that 
"growing numbers of researchers fear 
that 
the dangerous and hazardous ef- 


fects of intense noise on human health are 
seriously underestimated." 


There is no doubt that industrial din has 


inflicted toss of hearing on million of work- 
ers. At least a million workers now living 
suffer from some degree of deafness. The 
federal council estimates that another 6 to 
16 million are exposed to noise levels 
which may ruin their hearing in the fu- 
ture. 


Deafness, in fact, has finally been recog- 


nized as an occupational hazard in many 
major industries. 


But more alarming than industrial rack- 


et, because millions more persons are af- 
fected, is the steeply rising level of "com- 
munity noise" 
which afflicts 
every- 


body—in 
homes, offices, schools, hospi- 


tals, even vacation resorts. 


Some authorities believe that noise, 


along with crowding, has triggered cala- 
mities that might not have happened with- 
out the spur of noise. 


Ailments which may have been caused 


or at least aggravated by noise includes 
ulcers, heart diseases, allergies, and men- 
tal illness. Foreign reports have even at- 
tributed sexual impotency to high noise 
levels in factories. 


Racket can be dangerous in indirect 


ways. For example: When it drowns out 
alarm signals or shouted warnings or ver- 
bal instructions vital to safety.

Chief Inspector Risto Pjamic, a teach- 


er at Sremska Kamenica, told UPI, "We 
are turning out men prepared for modern 
society. The old methods and views simply 
don't do any longer." 


The school's curriculum bears him out. 


Boys of 16 or over coming there can ex- 
pect to learn at least one foreign language, 
become skilled at photography, radio and 
telecommunications, and know to the let- 
ter Yugoslav law as well. 


Under a special arrangement with the 


Serbian National Theater, each cadet must 
attend at least 10 plays per school year to 
remain in touch with developments in the 
theater world. 


The 
first 
"new breed" graduating 


class leaving Sremska Kamenica in 1971 
will also have had enough medical train- 
ing to deliver babies, apply emergency 
first aid, and perform minor surgery 
with a minimum of equipment or help. 


They will have spent several weeks at a 


Belgrade ballet school to learn grace of 
motion —and equal time in army camps 
filling in the basic training every soldier in 
the world must undergo. 


Other skills mastered include boxing, 


wrestling, karate, judo, automotive engi- 
neering, traffic control, and, of course, 
criminology. 


"You might say, without making explicit 


comparison, that we're trying to turn out a 
kind of Yugoslav cop equal in stature and 
polish to the police of London," Pjamic 
said. 


"He will be, we hope, a policeman with 


a difference." 


It can distract attention and interfere 


with the vigilance, of persons responsible 
for monitoring controls and reacting in- 
stantly to danger signs.

It has seriously been proposed that 


noise, as a legacy of the presumably un- 
caring technological "establishment," has 
been implicated in some way in ghetto and 
campus rioting 


Paul N. Borsky of the Columbia Univer- 


sity School of Public Health says that if a 
person feels the noise makers are con- 
cerned alwut his welfare and are trying to 
muffle the din, he is likely to remain toler- 
ant. 


"If he feels, however, that the noise pro- 


pagators are callously ignoring his needs 
and concerns, he is more likely to be hos- 
tile. 


"This feeling of alienation, of being ig- 


nored and abused, is also the root cause of 
many other human annoyance reactions. 


"This is one of the major reasons cited 


for urban riots, discontent by minority 
groups, and more recently of student re- 
volts." 


"The overall loudness of environmental 


noise is doubling every 10 years in pace 
with our social and industrial progress." 


This is the conclusion of the Federal 


Council for Science and Technology, one of 
the many groups looking into damaging 
effects of noise in our modern society. 


"Immediate and serious attention must 


be given to the control of this mushroom- 
ing problem," says the council, because 
otherwise "the cost of alleviating it in fu- 
ture years will be insurmountable." 


What about the charge that "little is 


being done to curb this potential men- 
ace"? 


"There is no doubt," says the council, 


"that recognition of the noise problem in 
America has arrived late. With the ex- 
ception of aircraft noise, the United States 
is far behind many countries in noise pre- 
vention and control." 


Noise, of course, is not new. In the Lon- 


don of 1800 the quacking of fowl and the 
bellowing of animals being driven through 
the streets to slaughter made life hideous 
for people already fed up with the cease- 
less clip-clop of horses' hooves on cobbles- 
tones. 


Now, thanks again to technological prog- 


ress, we have unmuffled scooters, motor- 
bikes, sports cars, trucks, 


Jet aircraft, sonic booms, screeching 


tires, sirens, 
jackhammers, air com- 


pressors ; 


A host of kitchen and other household 


contrivances that whine, clank, gurgle, or 
rattle. 


We have also clattering typewriters and 


cackling secretaries, the neighbors' radio 
and television sets, the startling crescendo 
of suddenly turning on building air condi- 
tioners ; 


The endless ringing of telephone*, the 


dm of the pile drivers, bulldozers, power 
saws, lawn mowers, 


The conversation-kilhnu .sound of dull 


music piped into elevators or restaurants, 
th; distracting bells of ice erc-ain wagons, 
the giant insect hum of the upstairs ten- 
ant's vacuum, the 
fluslung 
of other 


people's toilets and the drawing of other 
people's baths 


Also painfully familiar to all are the 


night noises that sound like pistol shots but 
may only be backfires, pu/./.hng and .sleep 
destroying; the round-the-clock squawking 
of auto horas, the keening of handled 
transistor radios; 


The bone tingling throb of tte electric 


guitar, the cacophony of rock and roll 
bands, and the dawn chorus of the gar- 
bage collectors with their special brand of 
crash-bang basketball. 


There are those who feel sure they love 


and must have hi-fi and rock and roll mu- 
sic, which generates noise far above the 
levels that would be forbidden in a well- 
run boiler shop. 


A n u m b e r of accoustics experts, 


alarmed by increasing evidence of hearing 
loss among the young, have suggested it 
might be a good public health measure to 
make discotheques display entrance signs 
reading- 


"Caution: The noise levels inside may 


be hazardous to your health." 


Hearing loss caused by noi.se, accord- 


ing 
to 
the 
Federal Council for Sci- 


ence and Technology, coastitutes "a major 
health hazard in American industry." 


Industries guilty or suspected of in- 


flict6ing hearing hazards on their workers, 
according to the council, "include iron and 
steel making, motor vehicle production, 
textile manufacturing, paper making, met- 
al products fabrication, printing and pub- 
lishing, heavy construction, lumbering and 
wood products, and mechanized farm- 
ing." 


To this list may be added such military 


functions as "flight line and carrier deck 
operations, engine test cells and weapoas 
firing, armor operations, and assorted re- 
pair and maintenance work." 


No general, universally applicable stan- 


dard of safe noise exposure exists in the 
United States.

tors to move into the second half of the 
twentieth century," he seid 


"Perhaps more important than the ma- 


chinery of the legislative process i.s the 
activity of the legislators themselves," he 
.said. 


Milliken said, "People expect their lead- 


ers — and legislators arc leaders — to 
look and act like leaders." 


Me said. "Whatever we do in govern- 


ment must be done with frankness and 
with candor. 


"Wo must speak out. Wo must speak 


clearly. We must tell the truth. We must 
conceal norhing. If we are to establish real 
trust, nothing less will do. 


"Deep disillusionment in the processes 


of government and in the quality of gov- 
ernmental leaders is not confined to the 
young, but it is among the young that it 
reveals itself most dramatically." 


"This is not surprising," Milliken said, 


"for this generation, more than any in the 
recent past, is at war with duplicity, hy- 
pocrisy and facade. It has discovered, as 
all young people discover, that too many 
politicians and public officials use lan- 
guage not to define the truth, or to dis- 
cover it, but to conceal it. 


"We need a new politics, and we need a 


now breed of public officials and politi- 
cians to make it work. In the institutions 
of government, we need to replace habit 
with innovation. A people that sees us har- 
nessed to the past will not trust us to lead 
them into the future. 


"We need to admit our mistakes, con- 


fess our shortcomings, point to real dan- 
gers where they exist, make no promises 
that cannot be kept, because we cannot 
serve people who neither understand us 
nor believe us." 


Between the Lines 
Schaumburg's Building 
Plans 'Indescribable'

A new "in" thing this summer is to be- 


come suddenly aware of Chicago's great 
architecture. The culturally inclined are 
telling us that Chicago is the living mu- 
seum of modern architecture. 


And a walking tour of just the Loop 


more than proves the point. Starting with 
the Sears-Roebuck store, the granddaddy 
of the modern skyscraper concept, to the 
recently completed First National Bank 
building, there are numerous examples of 
great architecture to view. 


THE CITY HAS been endowed with the 


talents of William Le Baron Jemiey, Mar- 
tin Roche, Louis Sullivan, Frank Lloyd 
Wright and Mies van der Rohe. 


Suburban areas, except for Oak Park 


and River Forest, called Wright's "prov- 
ing grounds," and a few homes he de- 
signed in the North Shore suburbs, haven't 
been so fortunate. 


The architecture isn't bad out here, it's 


just mostly nondescript. Nice, acceptable, 
but not dynamic. Maybe it's because there 
are few highrises. Maybe it's because 
there isn't as much money spent in subur- 
ban areas on commercial building as in 
the Loop. Maybe it's because there isn't 
the demand.

In the next 10 years this could all be 


changed. The place that offers the most 
potential for that change in the Northwest 
is Schaumburg. 


EVERYONE HAS heard about the "Out- 


er Planets" project with its 113-story 
building. Many people are skeptical and 
think the project has no chance. "Oh sure, 
he'll build a few apartment buildings, but 
forget the rest," the skeptics say. 


I think the skeptics are wrong. Outer 


Planets is designer Lee Romano's dream. 
And it's a dream more worth pursuing to- 


day than it was a year ago when K was 
first unveiled. 


I visited with Romano last week and 


wow! The plans are much more impres- 
sive today than they were last July. 


A whole group of buildings archi- 


tecturally as impressive as Chicago's best 
is just unbelievable. It's never happened 
anywhere before. 


ROMANO HAS HAD to revise his plans 


because a portion of the original tract was 
purchased for right-of-way for Interstate 
90. This has delayed the starting. 


The revisions are on the drawing board 


and the project is definitely moving ahead, 
Romano said. One of Chicago's best archi- 
tect firms is working under Romano's tut- 
elage in bringing the plans closer to real- 
ity. 


Romano isn't ready to publicly show his 


newest plans, but when he does be pre- 
pared to see to something indescribable. 


As someone who has also seen the plans 


said, "This will make everything else look 
shabby by comparison." 


The proportions of all the krfty buildings, 


the designs, the layouts and everything 
are a new architecture experience. You 
won't believe it until you see it.

Ignorance Was Costly

Wheeling's financial planning for this 


fiscal year took a giant step backwards 
early Tuesday morning when the village 
trustees reversed a myriad of minor deci- 
sions made at earlier budget hearings. 


Trustee Michael Valenza was not at the 


board meeting. Because Valenza had not 
explained minor changes made at budget 
hearings to the other trustees at earlier 
board meetings, the trustees voted to re- 
verse all changes Valenza had made. 


VALENZA MET, at 12 separate hear- 


ings, each department head in the village 
to review the proposed budget. The meet- 
ings were supposed to be finance com- 
mittee sessions, but Valenza was the only 
committee or board member to show up at 
the majority of the meetings. Trustee John 
Koeppen did attend the last half of the 
police department hearing, but none of the 
other trustees, nor the village president 
came to any of the 12 hearings. 


At the hearings Valenza sat down for 


over an hour with each department head 
and worked to rearrange the proposed 
budget to that pot projects could be sal- 
vaged and unnecessary slack could be re- 
moved. 


He figured out a way that the public 


works department could get a new truck, 
made cuts to get emergency food for the 
civil defense program, okayed $100 for civ- 
il defense training materials, increased po- 
lice department auto maintenance after 
the chief explained that a car was in bad 
shape and added $300 for impounding of 
stray animals because the chief said the 
department had already spent most of the 
$150 allocated in the first quarter of the 
fiscal year. 


Valenza made big changes too at the

hearings, like approving full-time firemen, 
and suggesting overtime pay allowances of 
$20,000 for the policemen, but these re- 
mained in the budget because he had ex- 
plained his reasoning in detail at the board 
meetings when the budget was reviewed. 


THE MAJOR CHANGES remained in 


the budget and are a credit to the new 
trustee's efforts to make this year's budg- 
et one which can please both sides. 


The minor reversals approved by the 


board, however, undermine the major suc- 
cesses and rebuild a wall of non-commu- 
nication between the elected officials and 
the village employes. 


No department head could get violently 


upset about losing $100 out of his gas al- 
lowance or having to put off buying a gen- 
erator or a steam cleaner for another year 
if the reason was a sound one. 


But the ultimate absurdity of the board 


members reversing the figures because 
they didn't hear the reasons for them be- 
cause they didn't attend the budget hear- 
ings would frustrate even the most toler- 
ant of men. 


IN FACT, THE reversals resulted in a 


$5,000 increase in the budget's total and 
added nothing that any department head 
particularly wanted. 


When Valenza returns from vacation 


next week, he would be justified in lashing 
out at the board for what it has done. But, 
because he is the newest of all the 
trustees, and because many of the others 
have reviewed earlier village budgets, he 
will probably not object. 


Earlier the board cut off the budget 


hearings after Valenza had completed 12 
of them. The trustees then attempted to 
cover the rest of the budget at a board 
session. Valenza did not object then either, 
even though the board's review was no- 
where near as thorough as his had been. 


Monday night one of the trustees re- 


ferred to the budget hearings as Valenza's 
"personal hearings." Because none of the 
other trustees came to the sessions, it does 
not follow that Valenza should be down- 
graded for continuing to study the budget. 


Valenza, as finance committee chair- 


man, has the ultimate responsibility for 
drafting this year's budget. Because he 
deals 
with corporate finances profes- 


sionally, he was well suited to perform in 
his post, but the other board members 
didn't give him a chance. 


ALTHOUGH VALENZA Is the newest of 


the trustees, he has served the village ad- 
mirably as head of its plan commission 
and acting director of planning. 


Other trustees should stop treating him 


like a junior member. Unfortunately, as 
only one trustee, Valenza was unable to 
keep the board from making this year's 
budget as impersonal uid unimaginative 
as others have been in the past.

AT NEIGHBORHOOD coffees recently, 


area women asked questions about current 
price jumps The Herald took the ques- 
tions to consumer advisers for answers. 


What causes the poor quality of produce 


that ha.s been so highly priced all winter? 
The I'mversity of Illinois consumer educa- 
tion office says that growing areas used to 
grow a little of everything. Now there is 
increased specialization. In nil areas there 
ha.s lK>en "odd growing weather" for about 
three years, according to the U. of I. ex- 
pert.s When there are poor growing condi- 
tions with resultant poor quality, the price 
goes up. When conditions are good, the 
quality rises and the price drops. In- 
efficient personnel who don't rotate pro- 
duce properly also causes poor quality. 


"Whv di.vs- the American public and, in 


particular, the restaurant business, think 
there is only one salad vegetable — ice- 
berg lettuce''" a spokesman for the con- 


sumer office asked. "Try escarole, Bibb." 


A HOME ECONOMIST told the Herald, 


"Women are good cooks — almost too 
good — but they are not practical any 
more. They don't know things that will 
save them money and they put quality in 
the wrong place. It is not necessary to 
have freshest vegetables for soup. Nor the 
reddest apples for cooking. Apples are 
priced according to their redness and 
people buy them that way. The housewife 
will take trouble vith a gourmet dish she 
has read about or is preparing for guests, 
but she won't tzke trouble to find out 
simple methods to save her family money 
by eliminating service costs on food." 


The home economist recommended that 


local Northwest residents not grow their 
own tomatoes, but find farmer's stands 
late in the season that must sell ripened 
tomatoes. 


"These are great for canning," she said, 


"and easy for the novice to learn on." 


ON THE OTHER hand, some foods, 


such as french fries, are better purchased 
frozen because of waste in preparing the 
home product, she said. 


What are the differences between stores, 


one mother asked at a local coffee? Each 
store has its own personality within a 
chain and the chains have their overall 
personality. Find one you like and stick 
with it, because the costs will average out, 
the experts say. Some stores feature eth- 
nic and gourmet varieties, making their 
extra pennies on these, while cutting on 
staples. Other stores cater to older fami- 
lies or senior citizens' tastes and some to 
young families who need baby items. 


Detergents, cereal and coffee are usual- 


ly low margin items for grocers. 
Accord- 


ing to the experts, there is relatively little 
difference in pricing of these from one 
store to another. Prices on these can't be 
d i s c o u n t e d by manufactuers, except 
through advertising allowances or whole- 
sale allowances on large lots offered to ev- 
ery store chain buyer. For instance, a 
small store will pay more if it orders only 
to cases as opposed to 100 cases for a 
large chain. But it's a uniform price set 
beforehand. There is stand-by legislation, 
the University of Illinois says, to freeze 
these prices if necessary.

1 2 4 pound smoked boneless 


picnic ham 


Wholi cloves 


1/3 cup crabapple jelly 


:i tablespoons wine vinegar 
'/i teaspoon ground 


allspice 


\¥i tablespoons sesame seeds 


Peel off stockinette covering from ham. 


Boil ham in water to cover for IVi hours. 


Drain. Stud with cloves. Place in roasting 
pan. 


In a small saucepan combine the jelly, 


vinegai and allspice. Bring mixture to a 
boil. Reduce heat and simmer for 2 min- 
utes, Spoon half of the jelly mixture over 
the ham. Bake in preheated 350 degree F 
oven for 1 hour, basting occasionally with 
the jelly mixture. 


Meanwhile, spread sesame seeds out 


evenly over the surface of a pie plate. 
Toast them in oven with the ham for 10 
minutes. 


Cool ham. Drizzle it with any remaining 


jelly glaze. Sprinkle with sesame seeds 
and chill. Place In a food wrap size plastic 
bag. Makes 8 to 10 servings.

Broil and toil — toil and broil — are you 


bored with the usual American barbecue? 
Then cook it in Japanese, for a delightfully 
different outdoor supper. 


Bid your company to come in kimono or 


happi coat, if possible. Invite them to re- 
move their shoes and sit in comfort. (On 
the floor, if you insist on authenticity, but 
do provide a cushion for each guest.) 


Light up the night with Japanese lan- 


terns. Use short, chunky candles. Put up 
one of those wonderfully decorative Japa- 
nese kites. Then transform your porch or 
patio into a "Teahouse of the August 
Moon" with tatami (straw mats), incense, 
lacquered trays, blossoms floating in low 
bowls, windchimes, scrolls — anything 
that suggests 
the Oriental. If you're 


serving something tall and cool to drink 
beforehand, decorate each glass with a 
little paper parasol on which you have 


strung a chunk of pineapple and a thin 
orange slice. And do buy hashi (Japanese 
chopsticks) for each guest. (They cost just 
pennies per pair at the import specialty 
shops.) 


A BOOK TO COOK BY is easy to find at 


your library, if you want to go gourmet en 
your menu. Or you can buy Japanese spe- 
cialties at your supermarket if you prefer 
Instant Ethnic. For a happy medium, try 
our easy recipe for Sukiyaki (It serves 
four generously — increase the quantities 
if you have more guests.) 


Chop, chop is the secret of success with 


Sukiyaki. Slice the vegetables quite thin, 
then cook until they're just tender but still 
crisp. Meat, too, must be very thin. For 
this recipe, place a pound of lean round 
steak in the freezer until it's just firm, 
then slice with your electric knife. The 
Japanese, they say, "eat with their eyes," 
so the idea is to get everything ready 
ahead of time and arrange it attractively 


Mostly for Men

Since I first wrote this column in 1965, 


the requests for reprints have been of the 
character to wear out a duplicating ma- 
chine. So, with the time of year here or 
approaching when fresh sweet corn is 
abundant, let's again talk about a corn 
roast. Let me add that if you've never 
tried corn this way, you simply have not 
enjoyed fresh corn on the cob. 


When you invite guests, please don't 


have them dress up. A corn roast is 
strictly for picnic attire. 


As ihe host, here's what you'll need: 
Two charcoal grills. Build your fire so 


thi.t all areas of the grill will be evenly 
heated. If your group is no more than four 
people, one grill will suffice, but for any 
more, have two fires available. 


If you can get the sweet corn direct 


from the field, do so only about an hour 
before serving. This is absolutely the best. 
However, if this is impossible, then pur- 
chase the corn on the same day it's to be 
used and place it immediately in cold, sal- 
ted water, silk down. 


BE SURE THAT the corn has not been 


"ihtcked" or cut at the end. 


New equip yourself with a serving table 


of some kind, several sizable salt shakers, 
and melt a pound of butter and place it in 
a 
warmed 
dish so you keep it 
in liquid 


state. You'll also need a good brush for 
buttering the corn. An inexpensive two- 
inch paint brush will do. 


When the fire is right, you're ready to 


start the corn roast. Incidentally, there 
are many devices employed to know when 
the fire is right. For corn, I'd say to place 
your hand over the coals and count one- 
one thousand, two-one thousand, three-one 


thousand. If you haven't withdrawn the 
member to avoid a burn, the fire is right 
for corn roasting. 


Place as many ears as you can on the 


grill, leaving just enough room so that the 
corn can be turned. Keep turning the ears 
as you observe they're cooking. The 
shucks will begin to dry out, perhaps burn 
light as they cook. 


Keep turning until the ear has had a 


chance to cook all around. Generally it 
takes about 20 minutes to bring the ear to 
the desired doneness, but the best method 
is to sample one when you feel the corn is 
getting ready to serve. 


NOW PUT ON your asbestos glove and 


bring out plenty of paper napkins or paper 
towels. When the ear is done, grasp the 
base in one hand and pull the shucks back 
including the silks from the top. You'll 
find that shucks and silks come off very 
easily from the cooked corn. 


Wrap a napkin or towel around the base, 


shuck and all. Brash the corn with butter 
and hand this delicacy to a guest. He can 
salt it as he desires. 


Keep repealing the process until all 


have been served and r -served. You can 
bet everyone will be back for seconds or 
thirds. 


Roast corn served piping hot in this 


fashion is something to be remembered. 
You, of course, can see why I recommend 
picnic clothes. 


You may wish to serve something else 


after everyone has had his fill of corn, but 
don't plan much. The guests just won't be 
that hungry. Regardless, try the corn 
roast as a novel way of entertain.ng and 
don't burn your fingers. I said "asbestos" 
gloves. 


on a large platter, as artfully as for a still 
life. Your guests then look while you cook. 
(And it helps if a friend or daughter will 
prepare the rice while you cook the Suki- 
yaki ) 


STEP 0\K is to heat butter and brown 


your slices of lean round steak quickly — 
in the traditional round shallow pan with- 
out handles over a hibachi. or in your elec- 
tric frying pan. Then add your prepared 
vegetables: half a pound of thinly sliced 
fresh mushrooms; a bunrti of green on- 
ions, cut into strips; a cup of sliced yellow- 
onions; a cup of celery strips and a five- 
ounce can of bamboo shoots, drained. Add. 
too, two tablespoons of sugar, a third of a 
cup of soy sauce, a third of a cup of hot 
water and a beef bouillon cube Simmer 
uncovered, stirring now and then, until 
vegetables are almost tender (4 to 5 min- 
utes). Then add throe cups of fresh spin- 
ach, cut in two-inch pieces. Cover and 
cook three minutes longer Serve imme 
diately over rice, with additional soy 
sauce if desired. 


Pamper your guests geisha style with 


extra little attentions. Serve with ceremo- 
ny. Pass a plate of steaming washcloths at 
the end of the meal. (Wring each out in a 
bowl of hot water in which you have 
squeezed a lemon ) 


What do you serve with Sukiyaki? Fruit 


perhaps. (Try a compote of frozen pine- 
apple, 
kumquats. 
snow 
peaches 
and 


grapes, served with slivered ginger and 
canned lichee nuts. Don't mix the fruits. 
Just group them attractively on a bed of 
crushed ice.) Pass fortune cookies, just 
for fun. And serve Sake, the traditional 
rice wine. 


TABLE TALK: Sake has been the tradi- 


tional drink of Japan for 12 centuries — a 
favorite of court nobles in Kyoto and 
fierce Samurai warriors and a must for 
ceremonial occasions. It is. by the way. 
considered bad manners to pour Sake for 
yourself. Pour it for a guest who in turn 
pours it for you or another guest, and .so 
oil around the table. Sake should be warm, 
about 90 degrees. Fill a "tokkun" (china 
or pottery bottle, or use a small pitcher or 
coffee pot). Immerse in hot water for a 
minute or two. Then pour the warmed 
Sake into "sakazuki" (small cups with no 
handles). Sake to me! 


A Fast Fondue 
With Sauce Mix 


Make fast fondue with packaged cheese 


sauce mix. Slowly stir 34 cup of dry white 
wine into contents of (lU-ounce) emelopo 
of cheese sauce mix. Add 1 cup of graied 
swiss cheese and conk over low heat, stir- 
ring until mixture comes to a boil and 
thickens. Serve in a chafing dish or a fond- 
ue dish with chunks of french bread to be 
dipped in cheese mixture. Makes about 1 
cup, enough for 2 to 3 servings.

Pregnancy After 40 No Joke 


On stage, screen and television, the 


predicament of the shocked middle-aged 
woman who finds herself pregnant is 
played for laughs. 


In real life, however, such unwelcome 


fertility is usually a tragedy, says Dr. 
Stuart Oster. 


Drawing on his experience as director of 


the Family Planning Clinic at St. Luke's 
Hospital Center in New York, Dr. Oster 
calls these unplanned pregnancies "second 
only to the tragic unwanted pregnancies of 
single girls" — deeply disturbing psy- 
chologically, medically, socially and eco- 
nomically. 


An over-40 pregnancy, coming when a 


woman's children are grown up, maans 
complete disruption of her life and of her 
husband's too. Physically, it may be dan- 
gerous. Dr. Oster points out that preg- 
nancies at this age are more likely to de- 
velop complications and that mongoloid 
children are more frequently born to older 
women than to younger women. 


MOREOVER, pregnancy places a griev- 


ous strain on women who may have 
recently begun *o suffer from diabetes, 
high blood pressure, arthritis and other 
diseases common to middle age. 


"I'm not against an older woman getting 


pregnant if she has a good and compelling 
reason for wanting a child. But at that age 
she should certainly have a complete 
physical examination before starting a 
pregnancy," Dr. Oster remarks. 


Under ordinary circumstances. Dr. Os- 


ter advises his middle-aged patients to 
take birth control pills although they may 
choose another contraceptive method if 
they wish. 


HE CITES THREE reasons for his pref- 


erence: 


1) Taken correctly, birth control pills 


are virtually 100 per cent effective and he 
does not believe a middle-aged woman 
should run any risk of getting pregnant; 


2) There are fewer cases of irregular 


bleeding than with the intrauterine device, 
and bleeding between periods in an older 
woman always necessitates careful in- 
vestigation; 


3) Patients returning for renewals of 


their pill prescriptions simultaneously re- 
ceive medical check-ups. 


"A lot of women over 40 think that they 


cannot conceive any longer,'1 Dr. Oster 
says. "But they're very wrong. I myself 
was astonished to find how many women 
that age are new mothers " 


MOKE THAN TWO out of every 100 live 


births in New York City are to women 
past 40. In the St Luke's Family Planning 
Clinic. :i ,'i per cent of the new patients fall 
into that age category. Several are over 
45 


For most, it's a case of better late than 


never. Dr Oster and a colleague. Dr Har- 
old M. M. Tovell, found that six out of 10 
of these patients had given birth within the 
previous year.
